PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

During  the  year  of  1961  I  have  made  nursing  visits 
to  all  age  groups  with  the  exception  of  school  children. 
This  includes  the  regular  program  of  health  supervision, 
clinics,  and  referrals  from  the  various  Doctors. 

As  a  result  of  the  immunization  survey  conducted  by 
the  Child  Health  Committees  of  Grafton  and  Danbury, 
a  series  of  immunization  clinics  was  held  at  the  East 
Grafton  School  for  the  residents  of  Danbury  and  Grafton. 
Dr.  Dinerman  was  the  attending  physician  and  gave  in- 
jections 'to  a  total  of  114  people. 

Fluoride  programs  were  held  for  the  towns  of  New- 
l)ury,  Salisbury,  Sutton,  and  Wilmot.  A  total  of  89  pre- 
school children  attended.  In  March  and  November  two 
chest  clinics  were  held  in  Franklin  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Robert  Kerr.  X-Rays  were  received  by  165  persons. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Child  Health  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  for  the  fine 
cooperation  and  help  that  I  have  received.

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation 
of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  rela- 
tion to  an}^  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income ; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
w^hich  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.
